PROPOSED DECISION

These claims against the Govermment of Cuba, under Title V of the
International Claims Settlement Act of 1949, as~amended, were presented
by CLARE E, BEGUIRISTAIN, RAQUEL V. BEGUIRISTAIN and GUSTAVO M, BEGUIRISTAIN
in-a totgl amount of $334,541.00. Tﬁe»claims 0f. CLARE E, BEGUIRISTAIN and
RAQUEL V, BEGUIRISTAIN are based upon lesses of stock interests in Cuban
comporations. The clalm of GUSTAVO M, BEGUIRISTAIN is based upon similaxr
stock losses, as well as losses of improved and unimproved realty and per-
somal property. Claimants CLARE E, BEGUIRISTAIN and GUSTAVO M, BEGUIRISTAIN
were born in the United States. While it is asserted that claimant RAQUEL V.
REGUIRISTAIN has been a national of the United States since her birth in the
United State:n, 2o evidence has bean submittedvto‘establish her birth In
the United States.,

_Under Title V of the International Claims Settlement Act of 1943 [73
Stat. 1110 (1964) 22 U.S.C. §§1643-1643k (1964), as zmended, 79 Stat; 988T
(1965)]1, the Coﬁmission~is given jurisdiction over claims of nationals of
the Uzited States against the CGoverzmment cf Cuba. Section 503(a) of the
Act provides that the Commission shall receive and determine in»accordance
with applicable substantive law, including international 1ah;.the amount
and validity of claims by‘nationals of the United States against the Govern-
ment- of Cuba.arising since January 1, 1959 for '

losses resulting from the nationalization, expropria-

‘tion, intervention or other taking of, or special
measures directed against, property including any
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rights or interests therein owned wholly or partially,
~directly or indirectly-at the time by nationals of the
‘United States.,

Section 502(3) of the Act prev:aes:

The term ‘property! means any property, right or inter-
est including any leasehold interest, and debts owed by

the Government of Cuba or by-enterprises which have been
nationalized, expropriated,. intervened, or taken by the
Government of Cuba and debts which are a:charge on property
‘which has been nationalized, expropriated, intervened, or
“tzken by the Government of Cuba.

Section 504 of the Act provides, as to ownership of claims, that

(2) A claim shall not be considered under section 503(a)

of this title umless the property on:which the claim was
-based was owned wholly or partially, directly or indirectly
by a national cof the United States on the date of the loss
-and if comsidered shall be considered only to.the extent
-the claim has been held by one or more nationals of the
‘United States continuously thereafter until the date of
filing 'with the Commission.

Section 502(1) of the Act defines the term '"national of the United

States' to mean "(A) a natural person.who is a citizen of the United Stzates."

Thus, in oxder for the Commission to.favorably consider claims under

Section 503{a) of Title V of the Act, it must be established (1) that the

~subject property was owzned in whole or in part by a national of the United

tntes on. the date of nmationalization or other taking; and (2). that zhe claim
